| POLES ONCE ON EQUATOR? 


Fiammarion Discusses a Discovery 
by the Scott Expedition. 

Special Cable to THE New York TIMES. 
PARIS, Feb. 17.—Camille Flammarion, 
ithe celebrated astronomer, discussing 
ithe statement that the Scott expedition | 
found evidence that the south pole had | 
twice been a temperate zone, said to- 
day: 

“ The evidence evidently relates to the 
| discovery of fossils of fauna and flora | 
such as have already been found in the | 
arctic regions. These are taken by one} 


poles once occupied the position of the 
| equator and enjoyed a warm climate, | 
| while the two oposite points, now on the | 
equator, were frozen poles. | 
| “The theory is that the obliquity of 
the earth, which, aS everyone knoWs, 
travels around the sun at’an angle of 
23 degrees, is liable to great variation. 
| Thus from time to time during the 
| millions of years the eurth has existed 
{the poles have changed from place to 
place on the earth’s surface. 

“But this is only a theory, and one 
which _ astronomy 
does not so far support.’

A year ago this June the 
roads granted an increase in pay to the 
engineers, and it was reported in Wall 
Street at the time that these increases 
were granted in the firm conviction that 
the Commerce Commission would agree 
to higher rates. Since then the individual 
schedules of various roads have been 
suspended by the commission. The roads, 
it was said, would now welcome a strike 
to bring the situation to a head.

Deny Firemen’s Charges. 


His utterances elicited this reply from 
Elisha Lee, Chairman of the Conference 


Committee of Managers: 


President Carter of the Firemen’s Union 
has issued to the newspapers such a mislead- 
ing interview that the managers feel that 
they must make answer to what was evi- 
dently intended to befog the real questions 
which now confront the public as well as the 
railroads, 

Mr, Carter does not take the public into 
his confidence as to the real reasons why 
the firemen have made such excessive de- 
mands. As a matter of fact, there is very 
keen fivalry, for the membership of the 
engineers, between the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers and the B. of L. F. & E. 
If the firemen now show they are able to 
force a larger increase in pay out of the 
railroads than the engineers were able to 
secure, it will tend to draw members to 
their organization from that of the engineers. 
The request of the firemen for two firemen 
on a certain number of locomotives is but 
the forerunner of a request for two firemen 
on all locomotives, all of which is done to 
increase the membership of the firemen’s 
brotherhood, and the power of the union. 

Insinuations that the railroads refuse to 
submit to arbitration under the Erdman act 
because they wish to introduce false testi- 
mony are onty made to cloud the real issues 
at stake. There was not a particle of testi- 
mony introduced by the raiiroads in the en- 
gineers’ arbitration that would not have been 
introduced had sworn testimony been taken. 

The Managers’ Committee would much pre- 
fer the introduction of sworn testimony in the 
arbitration of any wage controversy, but pAst 
experience has shown.that such procedure 
does not in the slightest deter representatives 
of the unions from resorting to all kinds of 
sharp practices. 

Mr. Carter says the railroads, if they object 
so strenuously to the Erdman act, should 
have refused in the past to arbitrate under 
its provisions. Mr. Carter knows very well, 
and if he were entirely fair he would make 
it clear, that when the Erdman act was en- 
acted it was never contemplated that it 
would be applicable to a controversy involv- 
ing more than one railroad, 

There are many objections to the Erdman 
act, but the principal one is that too much 
power and responsibility is placed in the 
hands of one man. 

Arbitration under any method, just to 
avert a strike, means the public will sacri- 
fice @permanent welfare for temporary con- 
venience and accommodation. Such arbitra- 
tion would mean playing’ into the hands of 
the leaders of the unions, who deny any re- 
sponsibility to any one other than their mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Carter again misleads when he says 
the engineers received no back pay under 
the award of the engineers’ arbitration. 
Chairman Straus announced at the hearings 
in July that the award of the board would be 
effective as of May 1, 1912. It is not ma-

Enver, who had hurried again to Con- 
stantinople from Adrianople when Abdul 
Hamid attempted his abortive counter- 
revolution, saw the present Sultan in- 
stalled, and then went to Berlin to re- 
sume his former position as Military At- 
tache there, refusing higher office. The 
Sultan, however, refused to permit this 
self-effacement, and insisted that Enver 
marry his niece, the Princess Nagjil. The 
marriage took place in May, 1911. 

Soon after the beginning of the war be- 
tween Italy and Turkey Enver Bey made 
a daring journey to Tripoli through Egypt 
and the desert. He succeeded in reach- 
ing the Turkish-Arab headquarters. and 
the stiff fight the Ottoman Army put up 
is believed to have been largely due to 
his leadership. 4 

When he rezurned to Constantinople he 
found that the Young Turk Ministry had 
fallen and that Kiamil Pasha was Grand 
Vizier. The Young Turks’ treatment of 
the army, to which they had admitted 
Christians for the first time since the 
Moslems’ conjuest of Turkey, and_in 
which their policies had caused much dis- 
sension, was Slamed for the defeat in 
Africa, and for a time Enver Bey and his 
associates were in imminent danger of 
arrest and execution. Their chance came 
after the disaster.to the Turkish arms in 
the war with the’ Balkan States and 
Greece and the proposed humiliating peace, 
and they were not slow to take advantage 
of it. 

On Jan. 23 the Young Turks, headed by 
Enver, accomplished another coup d'etat, 
and it was Enver who forced his way 
into the presence of the Grand Vizier and 
obtained Kiamil’s resignation, It has also 
been said that it was a ~uot fired by 
Enver Bey’ that ended the life of the 
Turkish commander in chief in the field, 
Nazim Pasha. y 

The Young JT. rks came into power again 
with all sorts of defiant assurances and 

romises to retrieve the honor of Turkey.

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EMMET SHOWS FLAWS 
~ IN MURTAUGH BILL 


The Power Given to Three Men, 
He Says, Will Eventually 
Lead to Grave Abuses. 


FUND MIGHT BE EXHAUSTED 


The Foley Compensation Bill, Emmet 
Says, Guarantees Payment, 
~ and Schedule Is Fair.

ALBANY, Feb. 17.—William T. Em- 
met, Superintendent of Insurance, has 
addiessed a letter to Gov. Sulzer setting 
forth the facts in relation to the two 
leading workmen's compensation ’ bills 
now before the Legislature. In his letter 

Superintendent Emmet says in part: 
“Several bills have been introduced 
in the Legislature this year for the 


Purpose of enacting a law which will} 


give to workmen injured in their indus- 
trjal occupations compensation for such 
injuries regardiess ol the fault of the em- 
ployer or the negligence of the employe. 
if an effective measure of this character 
is enacted into law, the result will be 


to eliminate in a large degree litigation | 


now frequently reSorted to in cases of 
accident. by reason of the decision hand- 
ed down by the Court of Appeals in the 
now famous Ives case, a compensation 
measure of this character must’ be elec- 
tive in iis form, since a compulsory law 
has been declared to be unconstitutional. 

“Of the bills now pending before the 
Legislature of this State, the most promi- 
nent and most talked of measures are 
the Foley-Walker bill, introduced upon 
the recommendation of the State Insur- 
ance Department, and the Murtaugh- 
Jackson biil, supported by the State IFed- 
eration of Labor. It is believed that if 
the real merits of each of these two 
measures were properly understood by the 
great body of workmen in this State 
there would be no hesitation on their part 
as to the choice in the matter.- The Fed- 
eratiou bill covers only certain specified 
employments, designated in the bill as 
hazardous, and leaves uncovered the great 
body of workers, estiniacea to be at least 
three-fourths of all or trie workingmen 
in this State. For instance, it does not 
include any municipal or State employes 
of any nature whatsoever. Policemen, 
firermen, street cleaners, and all other em- 
ployes representing the great body of 
imen employed by the city and State, are 
not subject to the compensation act as 
arawn for the State Federation of Labor 
by Judge McDonough, former Secretary 
of State. There are numerous occupa- 
tions which will require considerable liti- 
Sation in order to determine whether they 
are cuvered or excluded from the act. 

“The employes named in the following 
industries are either not covered or the 
question of their coverage is open to se- 
rious doubt: Teamsters, coopers, bakers, 
confectioners, butchers, cigarmakers, 
cigarette nakers, bartenders, Waiters, 
telegraphers, tailors, stonecutters, coach 
drivers, pilots, masters of vessels, deck 
hands, gai ment workers, hatters, furricrs, 
watchmer. sail makers, canvas workers, 
blacksmiths, horseshoers, diamond setters, 
saiesmen, clerks, accotintants, upholster- 
érs, theatrical employes, bill poste. 38, 
stage hands, actors, hotel empleyes, res- 
taurant =mptoyes, barbers, florists, gar- 
deners. sign painters, telephone operators, 
musicia..s, garage employes, janitors, 
hostlers, artificial flower makers, pattern 
makers, chemists, !ce cutters, employes 
of express cempanies, employes of banks. 
inercantile establishments, teachers, and 
stenographers.” 

Mr. Emmet in his letter to the Govern- 
or then proceeds to point out in detail the 
defects as sees them in the Murtaugh- 
Jackson bill, generally known as the Mur- 
taugh bill. The bill is a true monopoly, 
he says. It creates a board of three mem- 
bers, each member of which will receive 
a salary of $5,000 a year. ‘“ They are} 
charged,” says Mr. Emmet, ‘“ with. the 
duty of. collecting premiums from em- 
ployers and disbursing such premiums to 
injured employes. In the case of employ- 
ers who refuse to subscribe and pay pre- 
whiums tc this State board their common 
law defe-ses of assumption of risk, fel- 
low-servant rule, and contributory negli- 
fence are abolished, and they are liable 
to damages without limit. No alternative 
is presented to them to enable them to in- 
Sure their compensation in any other man- 
ner than by paying premiums to the State 
fund.. If they refuse to pay such pre- 
miums, no matter how unjust or how ex- 
orbitant they may be, or how unreason- 
able they may be fixed by the board, 
such refusal is equivalent to a rejection 
ef the compensation principle and the 
adoption of the old common law liability 
system with its burdensome litigatidn, so- 
cial injustice, and economic waste.” 

Mr. Emmet says that there is no guar- 
antee that the State compensation fund 
would at all times be ample to take care 
of claims made ugainst it. A great 
catastrophe might exhaust it. The act is 
entirely optional. The schedule of com- 
pensation, Mr. Emmet points out, is pro- 
hibitive. l_r. Emmet says further that the 
nature of the schedule shows that those 
who constructed it did not wish employers 
to adopt it. Those who did not adopt it 
woul be liable under the common law 
with their defenses removed. The advo- 
cates of the measure, Mr. Emmet says, 
are not trying to create a new principle 
of compensation, but rather seek to en- 
large the employers’ liability under the 
comnion law. 

The board created under the bill pos- 
Sesses arbitrary powers, Mr. Emmet says. 
it establishes premium rates, and the 
awards made to claimants are not sub- 
ject to review except in a case where 
the board refuses to make any award to 
a claimant, when the claimant can de- 
mand a jury trial. 
es “The whole scheme,” says Mr. Emmet, 

resolves itself around the infallible judg- 
ment and honesty of three human beings. 
Such arbitrary power will eventually lead 
to grave abuscs.” 

Taking up the consideration of the Foley- 
Walker bill, generally known as the Foley 
bill, Mr. Emmet says: 

“As against the provisions of the Mur- 
taugh-Jackson bill referred io above, com- 
pare the reasonable, just and practical 
principles which form the foundation of 
the Foley-Walkef bill. In the first place 
the Foley-Walker bill covers all employes 
of the State except purely domestic serv- 
ants, farm laborers and casual employes 
and those who_take work to their own 
homes away from the employer's shop. It 
includes all the employes of municipal 
corporations, the State, and of all the 
political subdivisions therein. It leaves no 
doubt as to the employments which are 
covered and the employments which are 
not covered by the act. It makes no 
distinction between hazardous and non- 
hazardous employments. 

“It brings all the employers within the 
act presumptively, that is, without any 
affirmative action on their part. An em- 
ployer who desires to stay without the 
act must file notice of rejection. It re- 
quires the employers to insure their com- 
pensation under the act, but it allows 
them various alternatives. It does not 
say to them you must insure under one 
particular form, but it gives them a 
method of selection. The bill says, you 
may insure in an existing insurance com- 
pany;:. you may, together with other em- 
ployers, insure in a mutual employers’ in- 
surance associat‘on managed by your- 
selves and control!2>d by yourselves; you 
may give to the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance satisfactory evidence of your sol- 
vency, and if you can establish that you 
need not pay any premiums to an insur- 
ance company but you may carry your 
own insurance. 

“You may deposit with the Superin- 
tendent of Unsurance securities for the 
payment of vour obligations, and in such 
ease you need not carry insurance. To 
such employers who refuse to insure un- 
der ‘any of the above methods ang who 
do not file their notice of rejection of the 
compensation act the bill provides a 
peeeey, that is, they are exposed to suit 

y an employe or his dependent who has 
an election of remedies. _He may sue un- 
der the compensation act or he may sue 
under the common law, and the employer 
may not interpose any of the three com- 
mon law defenses. Also employers who 
have rejecteq the compensation act are 
deprived of their common law defense«<« 

“Under the Foley-Walker bill, the em- 
ploye is absolutely assured of his compen- 
sation. He may feel sure that he or his 
dependents will receive the compensation 
once it is awarded to them. All of the 
insurance plans are under the absolute 
jurisdiction of the Superintendent of In- 
surance. He will supervise both the 
mutal associations and the stock com- 
panies; he is charged with the duty of 
secing that the premiums are adequate 
and that ahe funds are solvent. The ‘in- 
surance does not relieve the employer trom 
his ljabilitv. 

“Judging from the experience in New 
dersey, Michigan, and Massachusetts, 
practically all the employers will come un- 
der the act, ané=pprebably two-mulion 


workmen will be brought within its provis- 
ions at once. The schedule of compensa- 
tion under the Foley-Walker bill is fair, 
just and equitable. It is more liberal 
than that of New Jersey, Michigan or 
Massachusetts. It is ag liberal as it is 
possible to make such law a practical suc- 
eess,

settling cémpensation claims quickly and 
without expense. 

“It creates an industrial compensation 
board charged with the duty of passing 
upon and approving all claim settle- 
ments. it affords to the claimant an op- 
portunity to bring his action before the 
industrial compensation board or before 
the courts. He has an election of tri- 
bunals. The industrial compensation board 
is charged with the duty of approving each 
and every claim so that it will not be 
possible for any employer or his repre- 
sentative to take advantage of any claim- 
ant. All agreements for settlements in

Employer and Workman to Contrib- 
ute to Fund for Death or Injury. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 17.—Senator Elon 
R. Brown, Republican leader of the 
!Senate, to-night introducéd a new work- 
men’s compensation bill, providing for 
mutual insurance with a fund made up 
of payments by the employé and the em- 
Ployer. It provides that any three com- 
panies or corporations which pay §$1,- 
000,000 or more in wages annually may 
form a mutual company to transact the 
business of a workmen’s compensation 
cempanv for the benefit of the employes 
of these corporations. The employers _un- 
der the provisions of the bill are to”pay 
per cent. of the wages of the insured 
em:ploye into an insurance fund, and the 
employe is to pay one-half per cent, of his 
earnings. When the workman has con- 
tributed 6 per cent, he will cease to pay 


inte the fund; when the employer has con- | 


tur’buted 6 per cent, his payment will droo 
to 4% per cent. of the wages of the em- 
ploye. The bill seeks to make the fund 
avge enough for emergencies. An em- 
pleye who accepts the benefits will take 
out a policy in the company. 

Under the bill the State Superintendent 
of insurance has power of inspection and 
supervision. The payment for death 
from $18,000 upward. according to the 
amcunt of wages the employe received. 
Payments for disability are practically 
the same as those in the Foley bill. 

Senator Brown also introduced a com- 
penion bill which amends the Civil Code 
ov withholding privileges from employers 
who refuse to enter such mutual 
ance corporations. Senator Brown said 
his bill would please 40 per cent, of the 
eimployers. 
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GERMAN HOSPITAL’S WORK. 


Annual Report Shows 48,228 Patients 
Received Care—Funds Needeu. 
The German Hospital and Dispensary 
held its annual meeting yesterday in the 
Krackowizer Hall of the Dispensary 
Building, Seventy-sixth Street and Park 
Avenue. These officers were elected for 


the coming year: Adolph Kuttroff, Presi- | 


dent; Julius A. Stursberg, first Vice Pres- 
ident; H. Sandhagen, second Vice Presi- 
dent; IX. Henes, Treasurer, and Carl Heye, 
Secretary. 

The reports of the officers showed that 
48,228 patients received the benefits of 
the institution during the year. Of this 
number 6,935 were treated in the hospital 
department, receiving 80,040 days of care, 
In the dispensary department 106,849 con- 
sultations and treatments were given to 
accepted applicants. The medical staff 
comprises about 140 physicians. The in- 
stitution is non-sectarian and makes no 
distinction as to race, nationality or creed. 

The demands upon the institution made 
new additions necessary, and in spite of 
liberal contributions recelved the 
not sufficient to cover the cost of the 
contemplated buildings. and equipment. 
The Board of Trustees has appealed to 
the friends. of the institution for further 
support, 

The hospital and dispensary maintains 
a training school for nurses and has at 
present more than eighty pupils. Th 
school is one of the oldest in the United 
States, having passed the twenty-sixth 
year of its existence.

‘APPEALS AND GETS BAIL 


| Twenty-seven Others Sentenced 


County Jail—Motion for New 
Trial of Defendants. 


to 


| CINCINNATI, Feb. 17.—John H. Patter- 
|son, President of the National Cash /Reg- 
‘ister Company of Dayton, to-day was sen- 
|tenced to serve one year in the county 
‘jail at Troy and to pay a fine of $5,000 
for violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law.. Twenty-eight other officials and 
employes of the company were given jail 
sentences Varying from three months to 
one year, and were ordered to pay the 
costs of the prosecution. 

The sentences were pronounced after 
United States Judge Hollister had scored 
the defendants bitterly for their business 
methods, which he declared were need- 
less ia a concern where millions of dollars 
could have been made legitimately, and 
without violation of the law. In closing 
he said: 

“The Government is strong enough to 
protect its people whether this protection 
extends to the transportation of dynamite 
across the land for the purpose of blow- 
ing up bridges, or the laying of the hands 
|upon men who seek to stifle ¢ompetition 
iby illegal business methods.” 

Upon. the concurrence of District Attor- 
ney McPherson, Judge Hollister set aside 
the jud: ment in the case of George A. 
| Edgeter, who had not been connected with 
| the cash register company during the time 
fixed in the indictment. 

A motion was made for an arrest of 
‘judgment on the grounds that the Sher- 
i/man law is unconstitutional, and that it 
|conflicted with the provision of the Sixth 
Amendment, that in all criminal prosecu- 
tions the accused shall enjoy the right 
to be informed of the nature and cause of 
the accusations against him, and that it

Cannot Visit Classes. 


“In the larger schools the number of 
teachers ranges from about 60 to 183. 
With each function of the Principal of 
propurtionate size, that of observing the 
wors of the teacners, to grade them, and 
deSist them in improving their wor, 
must receive oniy its proportionate time. 
Hence, :he Principal has very little time 
for constructive supervision. Suppose 
there ure 120 teachers in a high scnoot 
and the Principal visits each one twice 
each term, spend.ng a whole perig¢d each 
time. On the basis of six periods per 
day and five days per week, the Prin- 
cipal can make thirty visits each week. 
If the Principal visited every period per 
day, it would take him 
compiete tt s visiting alone. If he vis 
ited half the time each day, he would 
spend sixteen weeks, or nearly all of 
the available time in a term. Of course, 
where the school is divided among six 
differert buildings, as is Washington 
Irving, or between the main buildings 
and annexes, as are eleven schools, the 
amount of time consumed in visiting 
teachers would be increased accordingly. 
The lack of careful supervision has re- 
sulted, and is likely to continue to resuit, 
in a feeling on the part of some teachers 
that the Pr:'ncipal’s grading is not fa'r; 
the teachers do not believe that the 
Princtpal spends enough time with them 
to js usti fy his judgment concerning their 
work.’ 

There are no less than twenty-one an- 
nexes housing 9050 pupils. They hamper 
teachers in their work, compel frequent 
changes in teachers, result in greater de- 
manus upon teachers and in larger sec- 
tions and in greater loss of pupils from 
the school. Dr. Ballou says: ‘*“‘ They are 
an u.desirable temporary expendient. The 
teaching w likely to be inferior: the teach- 
ers change often, and are called upon to 
do a reativaly large amount of teaching | 
as compared with teachers in the main 
build ng; the work cannot be made as 
effective in the annex because,the equip- 
ment ip usually not as good; the super- 
vision is not as effective; the sections 
(classes) are larger; the educational of- 
fering is more limited, and, finally, con- 
ditions generally militate against success- 
ful worh. 

“Etiectiveness and availability of. in- 
struction and effectiveness of administri i- 
tion require that schools be limited in size, 
that schools be established to take the 
place of annexes, and that different types 


of specialized high schools be properly 
distributed throughout the city. Such 


a plan would result in making education 
more a‘allable to the high s2hool popula- 
tion, would increase the effectiveness of 
that education, and would remove some 
of the problems of administration in the 
large schools.” 

Prof. Ballou reported that more than 15 
per cent. of the teachers under considera- 
tion in his inyestigation ‘were teaching 
less than the minimum standard—twenty 
periods—because they were doing work 
other than teaching. If to teaching there 
be added study hall supervision, he said, 
only a trifle more than 2 per cent. of the 
teachers would be coing less than twenty 
per.ods; and more than 4] per cent. more 
than twenty- five periods of work, that is, 
having not a free period each day. In

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ADVISES BOXING COMMISSION, 


State Body May Revoke Club Licenses 
for Violat ons, 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 17.—The New 
York State Athletic Commission has ex- 
clusive power to regulate boxing matches, 
including the adoption ‘of rules to regulate 
the sale of tickets, according to an 
opinion to-day by Attorney General Car- 
mcdy. The commissior submitted three 
questions to the Attorney Gener2l con- 
ce.ning its jurtsdiction to entertain a 
complaint againwt the Empi'e Athletic 
Club of New York in a proceeuing to re- 
voke the club’s Hcense upon the ground 
that it sold tickets w excess of the séat- 
ing capacity of its clubhouse; whether 
the commissior. is authorized to prescribe 
rules to limi# the number of tickets to be 
sold for Boxing matches or whether these 
matters are within the exclusive juris- 
diction of the local authorities. 

Attormey General Carmody says the 
Legislature intended in the enactment of 
the Frawley law “to confer upon the 
Siat: Athletic Commission plenary powers 
for the regulation of boxing matches.” 

“The State Athletic Commission,”’ con- 
tinues the opinion, ‘has jurisdiction to 
entertain a complaint ‘against the Empire 
Athletic Club in a proceeding to revoke 
its license provided such complaint Is 
based. upon an allegation that the club 
has violated a reasonable rule of the com- 
migs'on in. force Jan. 14, 1913, or an 
crdinance or statute pertaining to build- 
ings in the city of New York. 

“The State Athletic Commission is au- 
therized by law to regulate the sale of 
tictets for boxing matches by adopting 
reasonable rules not in conflict with any 
existing ordinance or statute. - Pe St 

“The State Athletic Commission in its 
sprere of regulation of boxing exhibitions 
riay revoke licenses to boxing clubs upon 
their violation of ordinances and statutes 
pertaining to buildings in the City of 
|New York, subject, however, to review by 
the courts in certiorari proceedings.”

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PENNSYLVANIA HITS 
FINANCING RUMORS 


Directors Haven’t Thought About 
Requirements, Says President 
Rea, and Discussion Isn't Near. 


PUBLIC WILL BE INFORMED 


All Statements Not Announced by 
the Company, He Says, Are 
Wholly Speculative. 


President Samuel Rea of the Pennsyl- 
Vania Railroad responded to persistent 
rumors heard in Wall Street that $45,0v0,- 
000 of new stock was to be issued by an- 
nouncing last night that the Directors had 
Mot considered any financial plan for 
1913. The matter of raising funds for the 
needs of the year, he said, was not likely 
to be discussed by the Directorate for 
some time, and when a decision was 
reached the public would be informed at 
once. 

“It is the policy of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad management.” said he, * to make 
Public the deciaration of any purposes 
it may have mn the direction of new 
financing at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment after it is decided upon. In all 
cases where an issue of new stock is to 
be made such issue is always announced 
immediately after the meeting of the 
Board ot Directors which takes action 
upon such propositions. is not th> 
policy of the management to comment 
upon irresponsible rumors concerning its 
intentions. ‘The pubiic may rely, tnere- 
fore, upon the fact that any statements 
concerning the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company’s financing which are not an- 
nounced by the company are wholly spec- | 
ulative and supposititious.” 

The financial community had become so 
nearly persuaded that the Pennsylvania 
would soon dispose of many millions of 
stock that the shares were depressed be- 
low 118 in yesterday’s market and the 
rights to subscribe to the new issue were } 
traded in on the Curb. The company has 
in its treasury about $50,000,000 stock 
from a previous authorization, in addi- 
tion to enough more to provide for the 
conversion of all conv .rtible bonds out- 
standing. The Street reasoned 
fact that the Pennsylvania would con- 
tinue to raise funds by the method gen- 
erally followed in the past and would } 
sell a lot of stock to pay for recently 
purchased equipment and provide for ex- 
tensive betterments already planned.
